The Farm Offers Hope 


Settling People On the Land To Solve 
Unemployment 

Many leaders of industry had said 
that even with a return to normal 
conditions there would be small op- 
portunity for all those now in diffi- 
culties to get gainful employment in 
the cities, and the idea must be pop- 
ularized of again settling the people 
on the land, stated Ivan T. Barnet, 
superintendent of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment Soldiers’ Settlement Board, 
Vancouver. Mr. Barnet was speaking 
before the British Columbia branch of 
the Canadian Society of , Technical 
Agriculturists at Victoria. ~ , 

Mr. Barnet warned against too 
much technicality in the trained agri- 
culturists approach to men settling 
on farms. There must be a return, 
he said, to the simple, elementary 
things in farming—the farm garden 
where the farmer can grow his own 
vegetables instead of buying them 
from the town, the farm cow to sup- 
ply milk and butter, the farm animals 
to supply meat—and only in this way 
could farmers reduce their living 
costs and make up for the scarcity 
of the dollars and cents. 

Mr. Barnet considered that inex- 
perienced men going on the farm 


these days would carry with them a 


,certain amount of business training 


, from their city jobs and would thus 


innovate a practice of keeping farm 


accounts, which would make the task 
of the technical agriculturists in giv- 


ing them advice far easier. 


Research men, he added, must learn

A fish firm in Northumberland ships 
fish in long sphagnum plants and has 
found that after two weeks the fish 
remain as fresh as when caught from 
the sea. 

An extremely interesting -use of 
sphagnum moss is for surgical dress- 
ings. During ‘the Great War, Sir 
Lauder Brunton, famous English phy- 
sician, made extensive use of dress- 
ings of this sort. In Scotland, Ire- 
land and Canada, vast numbers of 
sphagnum plants for this purpose 
were collected. Dr. John Bonsall 
Porter, Department of Mining and 
Engineering, McGill University, su- 
perintended the collections here. The 
moss is a strong disinfectant and 
deodorizer, antiseptic, and a non- 
germ carrier, Its absorptive qualities 
are remarkable, During the last 
three years of the war, more than 
5,000,000 bandages were used, 


This valuable resource, peat moss, 
is spread practically throughout Can- 
| ada. In Western Canada, one of the 
| finest deposits occurs about 45 miles 
east of Winnipeg, near Whitemouth, 
Manitoba. Here a vast bog system 
extends for 18 townships. In quanti- 
ties of millions of tons, every variety 
of bog material is available. ‘There 
are moss-bogs and grass-bogs, litter 
and peat deposits, muck and humus, 
high acid content and high nitrogen 
content. The bog system is trav-

Huge Irrigation Project 
Is Nearing Completion 


Millions Of Barren Acres. In India 
Turned Into Fertile’ Land 

One of the most extensive contri- 
butions to the world’s agricultural 
area will be effected early this sum- 
mer when 8,750,000 acres of barren 
land in northwest India will become 
highly productive through completion 
of that country’s greatest irrigation 
project. 

The project is known as the Lloyd 
Barrage, named after Lord Lloyd,

air for a long-distance hop in the Do-

Storer and Ronald plan to leave 
Vanoouver early in May and fly to 
Montreal by easy stages. 

They expect to leave Montreal at 
8 o'clock in the morning of June 21, 
taking advantage of the long daylight 
hours, to make the flight from dawn 
to dusk. Flying westward with the 
sun they hope to make the distance in 
21 hours and land here around 6 
o'clock in the evening, Pacific Stand- 
ard Time. 

An additional advantage in flying 
westward is in avoiding the necessity 
of taking off at sea level with a heavy 
load of gasoline to make the long 
climb over the Rockies. 

The air-line distance from Montreal 
to Vancouver is 2,300 miles. The 
first stage to Winnipeg is 1,100 mlles, 
whers the first refueling would be 
made around 11 a.m. The next stage, 
Winnipeg to Calgary, should be com- 
pleted late in the afternoon, with a 
final refuelling for the hop over the 
Rockies. 

The stated purpose of the flight 
is “to demonstrate the practicability 
of a 24-hour mail service across the 
Dominion,” 

The ’plane to be used is a taper- 
wing Wacco, three-place bi-plane, 
powered with a 220 horse-power 
Wright Whirlwind nine-cylinder ra- 
dial engine with a cruising speed of 
125 miles per hour. Extra gasoline 
tanks are being added to the 'plane. 
It will be named “The Vancouver 
Bun.”

New Way Of Identification

Age Of People Can ‘Also Be Deter- 
mined By Hair 

By plucking a single hair from 
your lady’s head you can now tell 
whether she’s fibbing about her age. 

A new process of accurately deter- 
mining the age of a human being by 
hair rings has been found by E. 
Carlton Hood, of the scientific crime 
detection laboratory of Northwestern 
University. 

“The often neglected single hair,” 
said Dr. Hood, “is as important as 
a finger print. It is possible to prove 
that one hair can come from only one 
man. Inasmuch as a normal human 
being drops about 15,000 hairs in 1,- 
500 days, he rarely ever gets away 
from anywhere without leaving a hair 
behind. Sometimes when‘he leaves 
no finger prints or other clues, he) 
does leave a hair.

| The Saskatchewan Relief Commis- 
| sion plans to undertake an immediate 
distribution of wheat for feed pur- 
poses at those points where there is a 
surplus over and above seed require- 
ments. 

Drought for several successive 
years, having erased all signs of out- 
side pasturage, has made this step 
necessary despite the fact that the 
commission since its inception has 
distributed throughout the drouth 
‘area of the province 110,000 tons of 
fodder, 5,250,000 bushels of feed oats, 
1,009,000 bushels of barley feed, 250,- 
000 bushels of feed wheat and 7,800,- 
000 pounds of milk feed. 

Relief comuftission officials could 
not estimate the amount of wheat in- 
volved in this Jatest step but it was 
explained that ‘a situation had arisen 
which had made it necessary to con- 
tinue large shipments of feed oats 
until the seeding season is over. The 
supply of oats being offered is not 
equal to the demand hence the move- 
ment of wheat.

Prominent Military Man Dead 


General John Hughes Dies At Bow- 
manvyille, Ont., At Advanced 

Age 

General John Hughes, long a prom- 
inent figure in military and agricul- 
tural circles, and son of an illustrious 
family, died at Bowmanville, Ont., re- 
cently, aged 82. His health had been 
failing for more than a year. 

Brother of the late Sir Sam Hughes 
and Gen. W. St. Pierre Hughes, de- 
ceased saw valorous service with the 
Midland battalion in the Northwest 
Rebellion of 1885. He was present at 
the operations against the hardy 
band of Chief Big Bear, and was 
mentioned in despatches, being award- 
ed a medal with clasp, Later he rose 
to the command of the 48th regiment. 

General Hughes was appointed to 
command the Sixth Infantry Brigade 
in March, 1906. Two years later he 
was transferred to the command of 
the Fourth Brigade, Second Infantry 
Division. 

In honor of his long connection 
with Canadian militia he was elected 
president of the Infantry Association 
of the Third Division in 1911. 

General Hughes found time in later 
life to take a leading part in the 
agricultural, educational and com-
